Lodged in Cathedrea! 


The ancient Clogh-Oir stone from 
which  Clogher, [reland, is sald to 
have derived tts anme, bas, with the 
consent. of the bishop of Clogher. 
been placed tn the vestibule of .St. 
Macartan’s cathedral, to preserve it 
from the weather. The Clogh-Oir 
stone Ig said to have been one of the 
three sacred stones of Erin, the oth 
ers being the Elna fail, or Stone of 
Destiny, which rests under the corona: 
tion chair in Westminster abbey, and 
the Crom Cuagh, 


rested against the vorth wall of the 
cathedral, was visited at one time by 
Concober MacVessa, high king of U)- 
ster... Canon Maguire, who wrote a 
commentary on the register of Clog: 
her in 1490, states: “This sacred 
stone was preserved on the right of
